Edward Grady of the Cottage 
Grove station was the next witness: He 
told of obtaining statements from De- 
tectives Merrill and Sloop, and from 
James Carroll, fireman; Abe Simon, wit- 
ness; and Frank Hahn, also a witness. 

The ifeutenant first read the statement. 
made by Carroll. 

“I got off a Twenty-second and Lawn- 
Cale car and was walking to Cottage 
Grove avenue to get the Jackson park 
car,” it began, when ten or fifteen men 
rushed past me. There was a wagon in 
tne street. One of the fellows went past 
me first. He turned and pulledout a great 
big ‘gat’ and started shooting wild. J 
think I got the first shot. I heard fifteen 
or twenty more shots behind me. Man 
In gray, 5 feet 9 inches, 160 pounds, fired 
first shot. The driver onthe wagon yelled 

‘Stool pigeon,’ ‘ Get that guy,’ and other 
things. 

“Is this the bullet taken from Carroll’s 
shoe?” asked Hoffman. 

‘IT don't know.” 
“ How did the bullet get into Carroll's 
shoe?” 


Dannenberg Has Explanation. 
„eu tell you,” said Dannenberg, who 
was standing nearby. The bullet passed 
through the body, went down the trouser 
leg, and into the shoe.

The dead pollceman's clothing was then 
shown to the jury. Several women in the 
morgue wept when they saw it. The 
daughter and sister of the victim looked 
on stoically. 

Now read the statement of Sloop.“ 


Sloop’s Statement Read. 


“About 8:55 o'clock we were going 
west in Twenty-second street. Four men 
(I don't know where he gets the four) 
passed us east of Wabash—about 100 feet 
enst. There was a bunch of fellows fol- 
lowing them up. 

We heard them gay, get them, they've 
got guns!“ We didn't know but what 
the four men were stickup guys, so we 
turned and went back. When we were 
within ten feet of them they turned 
around and started firing. They didn't 
give us a chance to tell who we were. 
We fred back. 


About the second shot hit me. It hurt 
a little, but I kept going. I saw Birns 
grab his stomach, saw him sprawi out 
and fall into the street. 


Picks Up Birns’ Gun. 


“T ran and picked up his gun as I went 
by. I saw a fellow standing ina hallway. 
The door was open. He had a gun in his 
hand. I started toward the door. He 
swung the gun around. I swung around 
the iron pole nearby and lets one go at 
him, He ducks into the hallway and fires 
back. I whips out two more shots. The 
fellow faded out of sight. Then a uni- 
formed man came up. I pointed out the 
guy and he goes up and gets him and 
takes him to the doctor's office. The sec- 
ond man from the inside started the 
shooting. I didn't see no woman nor no 
man hiding behind a woman.”

Bystander Tells Story. 

“ This is the statement of Abe Simon, 
Jeweler, 124 East Fifty-sixth street, made 
at the station. 

I was across the street from 67 Kast

crowd following them. Then I saw two 
men come running toward them. Then 
the three men turned and started firing 
without any words being uttered at all. 
I saw one of the two men who had been 
running grab his stomach and fall. I 
saw ho women.“ 


Bailiff on the Scene. 

Hahn's statement was then read. Hahn 
is a bailiff in the Municipal court. 

About 10 o'clock,” it reads, 1 was 
standing in the Caditiac hotel bar serv- 
ing a writ, when I heard a commotion. 1 
ran along the north side of Twenty-sec- 
ond street. About fifty feet east of Wa- 
bash avenue I heard a man say Shoot. 
you —. shoot.’ Then they shot. It 
sounded like a bunch of firecrackers. Joe 
Jindra of Twelfth and Wood streets was 
with me. I couldn't say about a woman.” 

Lieutenant, when did these officers 
discover they had been shooting at one 
another?”

the royal treasury, to which King Hot 
Stove holds the key, but are the fruit 
of the prince's own individual efforts. 

Now the prince, in these last two years, 
has not been springing any notable finan- 
cial coups in the open market. True, he 
did get himself on the county’s pay roll 
as a deputy sheriff and remain there until 
his propensity for shooting up distasteful 
strangers grew too pronounced, but his 
earnings through his whole official career 
were not more than a few hundred dol- 
lars.

Financial Relations Obscured. 

Just what the financial relations be- 
tween Joe Frez and Prince Arthur are is 
problematical. There is no record that 
the money which bought the prince’s dia- 
monds, the motor in which he rides, or the 
silk shirts he wears every passed through 
Joe's hands. 

It is certain, though, that the prince 
wields great power in the Chicago avenue 
police station. He drops in almost every 
night, confers with one official and an- 
other, tells stories to the plain clothes 
men, and has a condescending, demo- 
cratic word even for the harness bulls, 

There are some policemen attached to 
the station, however, who do not bow to 
the king's son. Recently these policemen 
have started to tell what they know. 


“Outside” Sleuths Complain.

Washington Gets Report He 


Will Set Up Republic 
of His Own. 


ANARCHY THREATENS. | 


[ BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., July 17.—[Special. } 
A report that Villa has started a new 
revolution against Carranza and intends 
to establish a northern republic in Mex- 
ico was received by the administration 
tonight. Itis stated that Villa’s republic 
is to consist of the states of Chihuahua, 
Sonora, and Coahuila. 

Although not wholly unanticipated this 
news has given the administration fresh 
cause for anxiety concerning the svlu- 
tion of the Mexican problem. Every ef- 
fort is being made tonight by the war de- 
partment to get into communication with 
Villa. 

Details are lacking. The only thing 
that could be learned of the whereabouts 


of Villa was that he started south from 


Juarez today. 


Say Worst Will Follow. 

The administration has been advised by 
the military leaders who have kept in 
daily touch with the Mexican situation 
for the last three years that if Villa de- 
Clares his republic an even worse state 
of anarchy will follow than ver has been 
seen in Mexico up to the present time. 

That Villa and Carranza are estranged 
has been known here for weeks. They 
patched up their differences some time 
ago with an agreement to work together 
until their common purpose, the ousting 
of Herta, was accomplished. 


Villa Sees His Chance. 
Now that Huerta has gone and his suc- 
cessor, Carvajal, is treating with Car- 
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ranzea, Villa is said to resent his exclusion 
from the conferences and to contemplate 
an immediate declaration of independ- 
ence for the three northern states. 

At the present time the lineup among 
the Constitutionalists finds Carranza and 
a number of leaders, including Gonzales 
and Obregon, on one side, with Villa, 
Raoul Madero, brother of the late Presi- 
dent Francisco Madero, and Gen. Felipe 
Angeles on the other. :

AGREED TO SIGN LETTER, 


Asserts Candidate Later Met Boss’ ; ä 
Upholds Roosevelt. 


New York, July.17.—Charies H. Duell 
Jr. told tonight what he said wes the full 
story of his political. relations with 
Charles 8. Whitman and. Col. Rooseveit. 
As a campaign document it may be classed. 
as red hot.” Mr. Duell parts company 
with the district attorney and casts his 
lot with his older friend and mentor, the 
coldénet. 

He pictures Mr. Whitman asso eager 
to get Col. Roosevelt's indorsement that 
he was willing to sign anything the colonel , 
should write denouncing William Barnes 
and Charles F. Murphy. He gays he 
wrote at Mr. Whitman's request the draft 
of the proposed letter to the nonpartisan 
Whitman league ‘inveighing. against 
Barnes and Murphy. He says he read the 
draft to Mr. Whitman; that Mr. Whit- 
man read ft himself, and approved it un- 
qualifiedly. : = 


Says Whitman Agreed to Sign. 
Mr. Duell declares Mr. Whitman said 
he would sign the letter if Mr. Roosevelt 
would agree to support him, or at least 
not to attack him. ; 
This is the letter which Mr. Whitman 
said on Thursday he never saw or heard 
of. Mr. Duell says he himself inittalled 
C. S. W.“ on the copy, which went to 
Oyster Bay, for identification purposes. 
Mr. Duell also says that on the after- 
noon of July 1 or 2 Mr. Whitman and Mr. 
Barnes had “a private talk in the dis- 
trict attorney's apartments at 7 Madi- 
son avenue and that Mr. Whitman de- 
scribed it as merely a friendly talk.“ 


Whitman Sought Roosevelt’s Aid. 

Duell says Mr. Whitman first brought 
up the question of Mr. Roosevelt's back- 
ing. He speaks of many talks with Mr. 
Whitman and of more than sixty tele- 
phone conversations. 

When Col. Roosevelt returned from 
Brazil, according to Mr. Duell, he told 
me that Mr. Whitman must show his 
courage and good faith by saying openly 
what he said privately, and openly attack 
Mr. Barnes and Mr. Murphy; that if Mr. 
Whitman would genuinely come out as a 
moral force and lead the anti-machine 
fight this fall in good faith against both 
bosses by name, he (Roosevelt) would 
support him loyally.” 

Mr. Duell says that he repeatedly urged 
Mr. Whitman to make a declaration sat- 
isfactory to Col. Roosevelt and that the 
final result was the C. S. W.“ letter, 
which was drafted too late.

POLICE AND VICE. 

Te would be difficult to convince any citizen of 
Rvenige experience that the suppression of a dis- 
trict such as that in the neighborhood of Twenty- 
second street cannot be accomplished by the police 
in the district. The decision of the city has been 
against Segregation. The tolerated district was 
outlawed. The declaration was against compromise 
in any place. 

This being the decision of the city authorities, 
the regular police have compromised, Maj. Funk- 
houser’s men, under Morals Inspector Dannenberg, 
have been able night after night to go into the 


Twenty-second street district and make arrests, It 


will be hard for the regular force to convince any 
one that the policemen in the district did not know 
or could not know conditions. 

Now the thing bas come to a conflict between 
the men of the morals squad and the men of the 
regular force. It may have been a mistake, but 
it certainly was murder. 

Whatever the superficial cause, the real one can 
he found in the fact that there is nothing in police 
discipline which compels respect for orders directed 
against vice and there is nothing in the police op- 
eration which has compelled vice to have any re- 
spect for the police. 


BEAUTY AND BOXING. 

Mr. Georges Carpentier is a beautiful youth with 
tender, violet eyes, young Narcissus come to form 
again. His portraits reveal the lamps of his soul 
turned questingly upward as if they sought the 
nightingale or as if he heard a song come out of the 
purple, distances of the infinite. 

Mr. Carpentier also is something which gets ap- 
proximate definition in the title “white heavy- 
weight champion.” Our distinguished fellow Amer- 
ican, Mr. Gunboat Smith, knocked him into that 
distinction Thursday evening in London before the 

beauty, chivalry, nobility, commonalty, and fancy 
of the British metropolis. 

Interesting as might be the description of how 
Mr. Smith did it, we shall have to forego it. Mr. 
Carpentier may have swung at Mr. Smith’s jaw 
and swung himself off his feet. He may have 
been swung upon and knocked off his feet. He 
may have received a short right hand wallop in 
the stomach and thus been felled. In some fashion or 
other, as to which experts agree not at all, he was 
on his knees when Mr. Smith hit him again, invol- 
untarily, in one of the muscular movements which | 
sometimes escape the positive direction of the mind, 
and for this foul blow Mr, Smith was declared loser 
without honor. 1 

Mr. Smith is a businesslike gentleman of small, 
if any, beauty, a bit of northern efficiency raised 
without any regard for lines. He conforms to the 
types we have developed for pugilistic pursuits, 
‘better suited to sustain the kick of a mule than 
to suggest the amaranthine person of a Greek god. 


Nevertheless it is not a rugged crag of flesh, 


nothing of the Celt, Saxon, or northern breed that 
now is white heavyweight champion, but a French 
Narcissus with a kick in each hand. 

When Mr. Carpentier some time ago hit the 
pride of England—Mr. Bombardier Wells—in the 
stomach and laid him flat, tradition shrieked and 
prejudice fled. When he knocked Mr. Gunboat 
Smith into the violet penumbra of unconsciousness 
in the fourth round Thursday night, the brother- 
hood of man was asserted. Mr. Smith came out 
of the twilight region, and, if the unlucky stroke 
had not been released in the sixth round, might 
have bashed the beauty, but as things fell out Mr. 
Carpentier is supreme among whites. 

Thus the insularity of breeds of men is de- 
stroyed. We are forced to broaden our sympathies 
and permit them to become universal. We cannot 
survey our own premises and say there are no 
considerable folk outside. A proper man may 
come from any quarter. 

Many quality folk, along with the fancy gentry, 
saw the combat. Lord Rosebery was led to a ring- 
side seat for the first time in his life. King George 
is reported to have expressed regret that a stupid 
dinner engagement prevented his attendance incog- 
nito. He probably hid evidence of this regret from 
Queen Mary. 

It was, in setting and consequence, a i 
event, and even in some stoutly respectable natures 
there may be a furtive hope that it may be had 
over again to a more satisfactory conclusion.

THE COST OF BAD GOVERNMENT. 
[From the Saturday Evening Post, Philadelphia.] 

We bother tremendously about freight rates, 
haggling for months over a 5 per cent advance, 
with our official representatives in a cold sweat 
lest somebody accuse them of allowing the ralil- 
roads a little too much; ca the total freight bill 
is far less than the total cost of government in 
this country, and over the huge admitted waste 
in that fleld nobody seems particularly worried. 

We must by now be paying $3,000,000,000 a year 
to get ourselves indifferently governed. From 
1902 to 1909 the expenses of 147 cities, for which 
the census bureau has comparative data, in- 
creased over 60 per cent, while their outlays for 
improvements doubled. As an exaggerated in- 


tures are rising, take the postoffice department, 
which for the first time spent $150,000,000 in 1904, 
and will spend $300,000,000 this year, 

It is not that the undertakings which cause 
government expenditures to mount are unwar- 
ranted, but that as expenditures increase for 
justifiable objects the waste increases propor- 
tionately. To get a dollar beneficially spent we 
must throw away 15 or 20 cents; and as govern- 
ment expenditures constantly rise the waste be- 
comes a great burden. 

For example, after rather cursory tnvestigation 
a committee of the Illinois legislature reports 
that the executive government of that state com- 
prises 100 departments, bureaus, and offices, most 
of which are working in cheerful independence 
of every other department, bureau or office; that, 
in consequence, “a condition of disorganization 
and confusion exists. Unnecessary duplication 
of positions and salaries is a considerable item, 
but that is the smallest part of the loss. Phe 
work undertaken is not well done and costs more 
than it would with an efficient organization. 
Supplies are purchased in small quantities for 
each office or institution that could be secured 
at lower prices if purchased in large quantities.” 
Different bureaus pay different prices for the 
same article, and so on. 

There is no private business tn the United 
States that needs investigating and regulating so 
much as the business of the government. In due 
time there will be a reaction against this gov- 
ernment waste.

HEMORRHODS. | 

EMORRHOIDS are varicose veins, 
Over and over we have said that 
varicocele and other forme of 
varicose veins are of lese impor- 
tance. than is generally thought. 
The advertising quacks have convinced 
many people that varicocele and other 
forms of varicose veins are deadly dis- 
eases. 

Vartcocele is of no importance what- 
ever. Varicose veing in the legs become 
important only as they lead to ulcers or 
discommode. Piles are a little more im- 
portant. They areinconvenient. In some 
cases they may cause enough bleeding to 
weaken. And that is about all.

In order to understand hemorrhoids it 
is necessary to know a little anatomy. 
The intestinal wall consists of a strong, 
firm, muscular coat. Inside this is a 
loose, gliding mucous membrane. Inside 
of this membrane is the cavity of the 
- bowel. 


cous membrane plerce the muscle by «6 
nearly straight route from the outside to 
inside. Once inside the muscle tube and 
within the mucous and submucous mem- 
brane the artery empties its blood into a 
maze of capillaries. From these capll- 
laries the blood flows into an Interlocking 
network of branches, creeks, and bayous 
called veins. 

These run in the mucous membrane and 

collect into somewhat larger veins which 
a little distance up pierce the resisting 
muscle coat somewhat obliquely. These 
larger veins flow into still larger veins 
within the abdomen. 
These larger veins join with veins from 
the intestines and spleen, and this blood 
flows through the liver. Finally it gets 
into the still larger veins and through 
them reaches the heart. The veins from 
the digestive organs beyond the liver have 
no valves. 


~~ 
Now keep in mind that the mucous 
membrane of the intestine can pull out 
like the lining can come out of a coat 
sleeve; that the hemorrhoidal veins are 
in this lining\and that the veins of the 
digestive system do not have valves. 
Whenever the blood in the abdomen Is 
under extra pressure the veins must swell. 
Those within the intestine, being in the 
mucous membrane, cannot swell out. 
They must swell in. So when the ex- 
aminer looks through a speculum he 
sees the veins standing out like a bunch 
of grapes, and he says the patient has 
hemorrholds. 
Therefore, in order to find out what 
causes piles we must inquire what causes 
extra pyessure in these veins. 
In the beginning it was the plan that 
man should walk on all fours. Experi- 
ence taught him to stand on two legs and 
release his arms for more important 
duties. But his ab dominal veins have 
never adjusted themselves to the upright 
posture. They have no valves. The most 
important cause of hemorrhoids is the 


The arteries carrying blood to the mu- 
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upright posture. It follows that in any 
serious condition resulting from hemor- 
rhoids the panes wi is to go to bed. 


— in impoftance as cause No. 2 
is straining. Whenever the abdominal 
muscles contract and push hard against 
the abdominal organs the blood in the 
vessels is put under pressure. If the 
straining is hard enough the face gets 
red, the face veins dilate, and the eyes get 
„ popeyed.” That much is above the 
collar and everybody knows about it. 

The physician examining the hemor- 
rhoidal veins while the patient strains 
sees them dilate into grapelike masses 
and he may see the mucous membrane 
of the lower bowel roll out. That heavy 
miiscle coat of the intestinal wall makes 
swelling in that direction impossible, 

No other veins feel the pressure of 
straining half so much. If the straining is 
straining at stool the effect is doubly bad, 
because the sphincter muscle is relaxed 
and prolapsing of the mucous membrane 
is thus made much easier,

TO REDUCE WHEIGIT. 

Mre. J. B. writes: Can you tell me 
how to reduce surplus fiesh? I am a 
woman 8 feet 6 inches tall and weigh 160 
pounds. I always feel tired out. I wish 
to come down to 140 pounds, if possibile. 
Is lemon good for that purpose? 


REPLY. 

There is but one way to decrease weight, and 
that is to eat less. The method is as follows: 

Decrease the quantity of food until you lose, 
aay, a pound a week. Then hold the quantity 
at that point twenty weeks. To begin with, 
weigh the quantity of food eaten. When you 
go by guess you are certain to guess wrong 
when you are hungry. Havea weigh day, say, 
on Wednesday, on which every week you visit 
the scales. Record your weight. Record the 
amount of food eaten. 

As to articles of diet, eat what you please. 
However, your job will be easier if you go 
lightly on bread, potatoes, ples, and desserts, 
except fruita. Make your noon nen your 
heavy meal. 

As you are sluggish and tired, you ‘eee to 
take exercise in the open air. You sleep too 
much. Your fires are smoldering and obesity 
results. Burn your fame higher and you will 
feel leas tired.

OL. VISCOUNT BRACKLEY, who 
now eucceeds through his father's 
death to the earldom of Ellesmere, 
likewise comes into the possession 
of one of the largest fortunes of 

the British peerage. It is a fortune that 
may be said to owe its origin to inland 
navigation, being in the main derived 
from the Bridgewater system of canals, 
constructed by the last Duke of Bridge- 
Water between 1760 and 1803, canals 
which were purchased in 1887 by the Man- 
chester ship canal. 

What inspired the Duke of Bridgewater 
to construct the canals is a subject for 
speculation. Some say that his imagina- 
tion had been fired by the sight of the 
waterways made by Louis XIV. in 
France. But there is no doubt that his 
being jilted by the beautiful Duchess of 
Hamilton [Elizabeth Gunning] had a 
good deal to do with it. 

It caused him to retire from court and 
from society and to withdraw wholly to 
his estates in Lancashire, where, after 
engaging the services of James Brindley, 
the most eminent engineer of the day, he 
devoted himself thenceforth to the con- 
struction of canals. 

Late in life the duke made extensive 
purchases of paintings and managed to 
acquire for less than $10,000 the bulk of 
the world famed picture gallery of the 
Duke of Orleans, which included three 
of the finest Raphaels and five of the 
most splendid Titians in existence. 


~~ 

The duke’s will, filling no less than six- 
ty-six pages of closely printed matter, is 
a most remarkable document. It creat- 
ed a trust for the administration of his 
entire estates, which were left to his 
nephew, the first Duke of Sutherland, 
with reversion to the latter's second son, 
Lord Francis Leveson-Gower, who was 
raised to the peerage as Earl of Elles- 
mere. 

The trust covered the duke's entire sys- 
tem of canals, his estates in Lancashire, 
in Cheshire, in Northampton, as well as 
Bridegwater house in London, with all 
its priceless art treasures. 

According to the English rules of law 

and equity, property may only be settled 
in trust for the duration of lives in being 
and for a further period of twenty-one 
years. 
The duke's lawyers, therefore, in creat- 
ing the trust, chose a number of persons 
and their living isegue, closely connected 
with the family, and added to them peers 
who had taken their seats In the house 
of lords shortly before the duke's death. 
The last peer named in the trust died 
in 1857, but a commoner lived on until 
1882. Curiously enough, he was not alive 
at the duke’s death. He was born three 
months afterwards, but in the eye of the 
law he was in being when the duke died. 
Twenty-one years after this last trus- 
tee’s death, in October, 1903, the trust 
came to an end and the late Earl of Elles- 
mere obtained from thenceforth sole, ex- 
clusive, and absolute control of his im- 
mense fortune.

The new Lord Ellesmere is a soldier 
by profession, served throughout the 
South African war, and, while he has not 
yet shown any disposition to rival the 
successes of his father in literature, es- 
pecially as a novelist, he has nevertheless 
achieved a name for himself as an ama- 
teur actor. 

He comes by hig taste for theatricals 
through inheritance. It may be remem 
bered that it was for the children of his 
seventeenth century ancestor, the Barl of 
Bridgewater, who were fond of acting, 
that John Milton wrote his Comus.“ 
Indeed, these youngsters,

The family is descended through the 
female line, it is true, from Sir Ralph 
Egerton, who was keeper of the great 
seal to Queen Elizabeth. His gon was 
created Baron Ellesmere, a title which 
was transformed in subsequent genera- 
tions, first to the earldom of Bridgewater 
and afterwards to the dukedom of Bridge- 
water. 

The last Duke of Bridgewater's will 
provided that his grandnephew and heir. 
Lord Francis Leveson-Gower, should 
drop his doublebarreled patronymic on 
succeeGing to the property and assume 
both the name and the arms of Egerton, 
which is now the patronymic of the Bar 
of Ellesmere.

Bridgewater house, the London home of 
the Earls of Ellesmere, and which was 
described by the poet, Algernon Swin- 
burne, as ‘‘a palace of paintings,“ is 
not, as sO many people seem to believe, 
an ancient mansion, but was built about 
eighty years ago for the first Bari of 
Ellesmere of the cl creation from 
the designs of Sir Charles Barry, the 
architect of the houses of parilament, on 
the site of Berkshire house, where, ac- 
cording to Pepys’ *‘ Diary,“ Lord Claren- 
don, chancellor of Charles II. and grand- 
father through his daughter of Queen 
Mary and of good Queen Anne, made 
his home. 

It is today one of the grandest resi- 
dences, or rather palaces, of the British 
metropolis, looking out on to Green park, 
from which it is respi separated by a 
large lawn. 

Its feature is the great hall, which ex- 
tends the full length of the building and 
goes right up to the dome shaped roof, 
with side galleries, off which are all the 
rooms. 

Pillars run up to the summit and at the 
side are arches, the decorations of which 
consist of the armorial bearings of the 
Egertons. The grand staircase has pan- 
els of marble above and of blue and gold 
below. 

As every ertist known, the picture gal- 
lery includes Titlan's renowned Three 
Ages of Man.“ also Vandyke's only at- 
tempt to paint the Virgin and Child,

The new Lord Ellesmere also inherits 
his father’s racing stud, The late earl
